Washington, Oct. 1.—The president 


Jcsterday took Initiative steps tc ascer- 
<ain what if anything could' be done by 
federal authority to wttle the coal 
•trike. The rokult was m rather gen- 
«ral exproasloa of opinion by the advis- 
ers of th* proident that the federal 
l&w» and constitution did not afford 
•leans of federal interference to end 
the strike, but another conference was 
held today and President Roosevelt will 
do all he can properly and legally to 
brine about a settlement. 


At tae temporary White House a con- 


ference was held with three cabinet of- 
flesn. Attorney General Knox. Secre- 
tary Moody and Postmaster General 
Payne. Governor Crane, of Massachu- 
setts, also was present. These gentle- 
men met with President Roosevelt first 
and after the subject had been consid- 
ered for some time they adjourned to 
another room and conferred together 
for an hour. They all returned later 
In tbe day and held another conference 
with the president and the strike situ- 
ation waa discussed further. 


-During the conference every phase of 


th* situation was discussed. The gen- 
eral opinion of the advisers of the 
president was that the situation did 
not present a case in which there could 
im federal iaterference by any process 
of law. There has been no interference 
with federal authority in the mining 
region, either by stoppage of the mails 
<r resistance of United States court 
process. It was pointed out that there 
was no occasion for the use of federal 
troop*, as Governor Stone, of Pennsyl- 
vania, had not called on tte govern- 
ment for assistance, nor had he even 
exhausted the resources of the state by 
railing oat the full strength of the 
state militia. The question of the 
right to seek appointment of receivers 
for the mines in order that they might 
lie operated was discussed, but neither 
in the constitution nor in _ any known 
law could any legal warrant be found 
for such action, though the discussion 
t>n auch lines even went so far as the 
consideration of how the properties 
could be relinquished and control sur- 
rendered after the object of supplying 
coal had been accomplished, assuming 
the federal government could inter- 
vene through receivers. The tenor of 
the whole discussion was to the effect 
that there was a lack of power in the 
federal administration to take any ac- 
tion at the present stage of the strike, 
although the seriousness of the coal 
famine now and the much greater evils 
floon to follow were considered at 
Jrogth and with a wish to discover 
«ome method of ending the industrial 
deadlock. 
. Advices were received that the strike 
might be settled by the operators and 
the miners themselves, and it was sug- 
gested that hasty interference of any 
kind by the federal government might 
prevent the consummation of the 
plans for a strike settlement, if any 
xuch were maturing. 
; The conference was resumed today, 
at which Secretary Root, who spent 
yesterday in New York, was present 
It is understood that the visit of Secre- 
tary Root to New York was for the 
purpose of consulting prominent busi- 
aess men on the subject. It has been 
intimated that President Roosevelt 
may send for the managers of the coal 
properties, but this will not be done 
until after the conference today and 
perhaps not then.

OHA8TLY MURDER IN NEW YORK

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WOMEN FOREST GUIDES, 


-A 
NEW PHASE OF LIFE IN THE 


ADIRONDACKS.

This is the time of year -when the 


camps of the North Woods, Caii2<ia. 
And the Adirondacks receive 
the 


health-seeker and sportsman. Of late 
years women have come to the fore 
in the management of primitive insti- 
tutions in these regions, and in many 
cases they are the sole heads of quaint 
and romantic little establishments. 
The reason is not far to seek. It is 
no so long ago that the wilderness 
was sacred to men, and seldom trod- 
den by the feet of the weaker sex. 
This is not the rule today. In the 
great tide of people that sweeps every 
year into the northern forests there 
-are as many, if not more women than 
men. Their wants are more numerous 
And complex than those of their broth- 
ers, and only one of their own sex 
can supply them satisfactorily. The 
development of camp life is shown by 
needs which bring \he women guides 
to Xew York City. There is fame iu 
every calling, and of the several guides 
and 
camp managers in ihe Norta 


Woods three have attained high emi- 
nence in their calling. Each of these 
Is a marksman, a skilled angler, a mas- 
ter of woodcrait, an authority upon 
the geography of her district, a house- 
keeper. and a camp chef — a rare but 
interesting combination of virtues. 


In commenting upon forest life for 


•women, one of them said recently: 


'"Nothing amuses me. more than the 


talk of people about the discomfort 
of roughing it. whose idea of the woods 
are the trees in Central park. As a 
master of fact, modern life in the 
wilderness is pieasanter and easier 
tha.. in a big city. It was not always 
so. Twenty years ago. any one who 
spent a summer in the Adirondacks 
•or Xorth Woods had to undergo con- 
siderable 
annoyance and vexation. 


But the very trials aroused the Amer- 
ican inventive spirit, and brought la- 
bor-saving 
contrivances, which 
did 


away with first one bother and then 
another, until there was nothing left 
but pure enjoyment. At the present 
time 
you can have anything 
you 


please in the North Woods, provided 
it does not weigh too much. That is 
the only limitation. The light buck- 
tjoard 'wagon will carry goods up to 
an upright piano, but beyond that it 
is difficult to transport anything on 
account of the roughness of the road, 
the high gradients, and marshy reach- 
es. 
This practical limit shuts out 


grand pianos, massive furniture, and 
hotel safes. 


"Everything else we have. At one 


time O'ir camp stove manufacturers 
kept 
un making them lighter and 


lighter, using steel in place of wrought 
and cast iron, and having interchange- 
able parts, so that hundreds of camps 
now employ French ranges eaual to 
anything in first-class hotels. There 
has been the same progress in wash- 
ing machines, ice cream freezers, bed 
frames, and the general equipment 
of the log cabin or lean-to. 


"The externals of the camps are as 


primitive now as ever. The walls and 
roofs are of rough timber and the 
•windows are small and filled with lit- 
tle panes of glass. The virgin forest 
ccmes close up to the shady porch or 
to the window-sills. 
But within <.he 


cabins are fine linen and all the para- 
phernalia of comfort and civilization. 
A curious illustration may be found 
in a city belle dressed with heavy 
-walking boots and a flannel suit, broil- 
ing, over a French range, a two-pound 
trout she drew from the water half 
an hour previous, or roasting the game 
which she herself killed a week be- 
fore in the underbrush, a 100 yards 
from the porch. "With sensible wom- 
en who spend their vacations in the 
Woods, much of the time is devoted 
to practical education. 
The first 


thing to learn is woodcraft, which is ' 
not a mysterious science belonging j 
to a few Indians and trappers, as is i 
commonly believed, but simply coin- ! 
nion sense applied to forest life. The j 
greenhorn must learn how to tell the ] 
points of the compass from the sun j 
by day and the stars by night and by 
the trees and shrubbery, when neither j 
sun nor stars are visible. This is j 
acquired more- rapidly by women than ! 
by men. The former are better gift- 
ed ia vision or perception, and mas- 
ter the matter in almost no time. 
Next comes learning a trail, a deer 
run. or the lay of the valley.

'"The third course is learning the

These constitute all the es- 
sentials of woodcraft, and make a 
very brief curriculum for a bright 
woman.

The young 
birds do not acquire the full song the 
first year; so the lessons are repeated 
the following spring. I take many vis- 
itors into the woods to enjoy the first 
thrushes' singing school, and all are 
convinc§d that the song of the wood 
thrush is a matter of education pur-5 
and simple.—Forest and Stream.
